It is important food for 
goats in the winter. 
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Goats might eat the bark off a tree. 
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Goats are very curious. Sometimes they eat 
odd things. “They nibbled wood off the barn!” 
says Tara. She has to keep the 
goats away from her garden. 
They will eat her vegetables 
and flowers. The goats may 


even munch on poison ivy 


plants, but they are not harmed.
